AFTER SIX-YEAR COURSE WITH NO TUITION FEES 


A college to develop young men 


and women who will be able imme- 
diately after graduation to take 
charge of virtually all kinds of in- 
dustrial plants and business houses 
as proprietors and executives is 
about to be developed in Ohio, . 
der the direction of a Quaker, A 
civil and hydraulic engineer of wide 
reputation, who is trying to revolu- 
tionize American education. 
The 


man is Arthur Ernest Morgan, the 
newly elected president of Antioch 
college, an institution at Yellow 
Springs,' ^Ohio, which for many 
years has been in a dying state. 
The college was founded in 1853 
and was the first in the country to 


tdmit •women on equality with men 
In all courses of study, though not 
ihe first to provide co-education for 
the sexes. 
The college will not only save 


students from all expenses for tu- 
ition, board, fees of every kind and 
:harges for books, but it will itself 
be supported and expanded by the 
itudent*' own effort*, There will 
be aroood it a fringe of plant*, fac- 


tories, business and financial houses 
conducted by, students under speci- 
ally trained leaders. The course 
will be six years. 
Mr. Morgan has reorganized the 


board of trustees and has induced 
among others to serve on the new 
board Frank A. Vanderlip, the New 
York capitalist and financier, and 
Jerome Greene, formerly secretary 
of the general education board.
